They have decided 
to ancept the diagnosis of the govern- 
ment, for the present time at least, anid 
to set to work by every means within 
their power to stamp out the epidemic. 
The assisiance of every one concerned 
is neoessaty in order to make their 
effarte successful and in order to rid 
ourselves of the disease before injury 
is ddac to the business interests of the 
district. From the disease itself there 
is practically no direct danger. Vac- 
cination is an almost invariable pre- 
ventative. What the district has to 
guard against and fear is injury to its 
business interests more than personal 


danger to its settlers.

PARLIAMENT. 
Ottawa, Feb. 14. 


{Parliament bas been in session for 
a ful] business week, and although 
the work dine has no‘ been great, some 
very important ivems of business have 
been dealt with. The daily sittings 
have been shart, but ihe speeches have 
been short. ico. Jt never was the busi- 
ness which delayed the house in form- 
ser years, it was talking abauid the busi- 
ness: or indeed frequently about what 
was pot properly business ai all, 

On Friday last, the first business day. 
the house was fu!] and the galleries 
crowded to hear Sir Wilfrid deliver 
his address on the late Queen-Empress, 
while moving a resvjution of layalty vo 
King Edward. Althougb the address 
of the premier has been very greatly 
praised all over tha Dominion, in de- 
livery it did’ not sound-as well as 
it reads. This has deen exowsed an the 
ground thait the occasion was not suit- 
able to the <isplay of mere oratory, 
But another reason may oe ventured, 
The tone was argumentative or explan- 
atory—not Uo salty apulogetic—instead of 
triumphant as would have been appro- 
p-Tiate. No doubt the address was bet- 
ter than any ovher man in Canada 
could have mada, but at the moment it 
seemed to fall short of what might 
have been expected of Sir Wilfrid on 
su fi a rare and great occasion. It was 
full of sound, sayings” and good 
thoughts, wel] expressed, but it lacked 
the fire of eloguence, of which Sir Wil- 
frid is so thoroughly a master, and 
svhich the occasion seemed to special 

Yhe speech of the leader of thef op- 
position in seconding the resolution 
was in the best of taste. He did not 
wndertake to compete with Sir Wil-

On 
Tuesday, however, both the speaker 
and the premier gave notice to all and 
suaity that no more abuse of this piriv- 
ilege—sauch as Mr, McLean was at- 
temyting—would be allowed. Mr. Mc- 
Lean, however, was permitted io fin- 
ish his remarks. His speech showed 
a complete reversal of the position 
heli by him during the whole of the 
last parliament on the railway ques- 
tion, aad evea of that held by his pap- 
er the Toronittc World in a Jeading ar- 
ticle of the previous day. Formerly 
Le would see in the construction of 
new lines by competing companies or 
by the government an effective means 
of curbing railway monopoly in Canada. 
Now he 1s altogetiier against the con- 
structuon of competing lines in Canada 
by United States companies and can 
see 10 the purchase by the government 
of a controlling interest in the C) P. 
R. the only sound solution of Canada’s 
railway problem. Ii was not so much

Sev- 
eral apposition members expressed the 
desire to adjourn over Friday until 
Monday, as they wished to go home, 
The premier insisted, hdwever, on the 
motion to discuss the egtimates being 
taker up on Friday in order thai a 
further discussion of the railway ques- 
tion, of which notice had been given 
by Mr. McLean, might be gone on; wiith. 
This was a notice of motion “on going 
into gappty an oceasion which did not 
admit an amendment io the motion 
being moved and is therefore availed of 
by memebrs who desire to spring catch 
motions on the house; as Well as by 
those who desire to affirm definitely 
some important principle. 

The recent elections caused nearly 
as great and as marked a change in 
the make uf of the house as those of 
1896. Eighty new members have taken 
their seats; a large proportion out of 
213, The disappearance of so many of 
the conservative leaders is only a lit- 
tle more notable than the like event 
to a number of the prominent mem- 
bers of the old guord of Ontario lib- 
erals. The seats of Sir Charles Tup- 
rer, Gea. E. Foster,.A. P. Caron, Dr. 
Montague, and N. F. Davin are filled 
by others, and James McMullen, Dr. 
Landerkin, Jobn McMillan, Geo, E. 
Casey, ex-speaker Bain, Somerville, 
Livingstone, Semple, aad Beith, all of 
the liberals old guard, are here no 
more. while John Chariton of the game 
comes in by acclamation as an inde- 
pendent, The disappearance of the old 
guard on both sides gives a new com- 
plexion to the house, and with all de- 
ference to those good men whu have 
been lost in the shuffle, the present 
house is moire up to date and businegs- 
luke than ite predecessor.

The estimates for the year eading 
June 30, 1902, were brought downi ‘on 
the 10th.

The council met Wednesday, all be- 
ing fresent but Counl Morris. Coun. 
Goodridge, for the first time this term. 
took his seat at the coynecil board. 
Coun .Goodridge, owing to the wncon- 
elusive termination of the civic elec- 
tons was in an cMid position. There be- 
ing a dispute 2s to why wag entitled 
to the seat, he was unwilling’ tof con- 
sider himself elected, even! though de- 
clared so by ihe returning officer, and 
decided to resign wilt hoult taking his 
seat.

unseat him; and again, in order to 
make the situation still more simple 
the law provides that a duly elected 
councillor, who fails to take his seat, 
makes bimself iiable to am action for 
damages. If he took the seat be would 
ba sued, if he didn’t take! the seat he 
would bo sued. As the only waly out 
Coun. Gepdridge took his seat and has 
also sent in his resignation, which 
was read and accepited at Wednesday’g 
meeting. The seat will, therefore, ‘be 
declared vacant shortly, and a coun- 
cl!lor elected to fill it.
